Mr*  Chair  man  and  Councillors,, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1944* 

For  the  first  time  since  1940,,  it  is  now  possible 
to  publish  population  figures*  The  Registrar-General’s 
population  figures  for  Beaconsfield  during:  the  year  under 
review  are  given  as  6,782,  but  these  figures  are  admittedly 
arrived  at  by  calculation.  They  suggest  a static  population,, 
but  in  fact  the  population  numbers  fluctuated  widely  - frem 
6,700  to  9 ,.000  as  locally  determined  - because  of  the  varying 
intensity  of  the  enemy’s  aerial  attacks  on  the  London  area* 

With  every  attack,  large  numbers  voluntarily  evacuated 
themselves  to  this  district;  when  the  lull  came,  they  went  back* 
In  this  connection,,  it  is  interesting  to:  note  a remark  made  by 
one  of  my  predecessors,  the  then  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in 
his  Mjnute  Book,  dated  the  22nd  August,  1917*  "Owing  to  the 
last  Aid  Raid  on  London,  a large  number  of  the  Foreign  Element 
migrated  to  this  and  other  surrounding  villages  and  towns. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  let  their  rooms  to  them,  and  in 
consequence,  I found  several  cases  of  over-crowding*  I therefore 
gave  instructions  to  your  Inspector  to  investigate.  Overcrowding 
is  a very  serious  matter  and  must  be  dealt  with  rigorously  in 
order  to  preserve  the  health,  not  only  of  the  adults,,  but 
especially  of  their  children  which  will  constitute  cur  future 
nation.  Also  we  must  guard  against  any  disease  affecting  our 
town  which  might  be  brought  by  foreigners." 

Despite  the  many  inconveniences  associated  with  war, 
such  as  food  rationing,  the  compulsory  black-out,  the  limitation 
of  fuel  supplies  and  even  over-crowding,  of  grave  degree,  the 
health  of  the  general  community  has  been  good*  There  has  been 
no  outbreak  of  communicable  disease,,  but  in  this  matter , however , 
it  is  as  well  to  err  on  the  side  of  caution,  for  it  is  within 
the  memory  of  most  members-  that  the  world-wide  influenza 
epidemic  which  followed  in  the  wake  of  the  last  war,  was  more 
devastating  in  its  toll  of  human  life  than  the  war  itself* 

In  comparing  the  health  of  the  community  in  the 
fifth  year  of  the  war  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
last  war,,  two  things  strike  one  forcibly*  During  this  war, 
there  has  been  no  marked  deterioration  either  as  regards  the 
quantity  or  quality  of  foodstuffs  available  to  the  community 
as  a whole*  Food  rationing  has  ensured  fair  shares* 
Qualitatively,  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  many  respects 
in  favour  of  the  present  period  especially  is  this  so  in  regard 
to  the  issue  of  cod-liver  oil  and  orangp  juice  to  infants  and 
children  through  local  food  offices  - a notable  step  in  the 
prevention  of  the  deficiency  diseases,  rickets  and  scurvy* 

For  the  first  time,  I have  this  year  included  a 
note  concerning  the  Infestation  Order  of  1943.=  An  island  race 
at  war  can  ill  afford  to  allow  about  2,000,000  tons  of  food 
to  be  fouled  or  destroyed  annually  by  rodents*  The  Ministry  of 
Food  has  determined  to  systematize  an  attempt  to  preserve  the 
food  that  has  hitherto  been  destroyed,  and  in  this  attempt, 
the  Council  has  played  its  part. 
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In  my  last  annual  Report , I dealt  exhaustively  with 
the  progress  of  the  campaign  in  favour  of  Diphtheria 
Immunisation.,  During  1944,  the  scheme  worked  smoothly 
thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  local  doctors,,  the  District 
Nurses  and  the  County  Health  Visitors. 

On  the  31st  December,  1944,  it  was  estimated  that 
73 of  the  children  in  the  0-5  age  group  and  32.2%  of 
children  in  the  5~^5  age  group  had  beeni  immunised. 

During  the  year  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received 
in  Beaconsf ield , 

It  is  once  again  my  pleasing  duty  to  thank  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  active  co-operation 
and  to  record  again  my  gratitude'  to  my  colleague,  Mr. Crosby, 
the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  expert 
assistance*  And  once  again  also,  Mr. Chairman  and 
Councillors,  may  I . thank  you  for  your  unfailing  support 
and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Continued  aerial  attacks  on  the  London  nrea  have  caused 
the  district  to  be  generally  overcrowded  by  refugees  and 
.people  employed  in  London  endeavouring  to  obtain  living 
accommodation  within  reach  of  the  London,  area.  The 
population  has  increased  from  6,700  to  approximately 
9,000  when  heavy  aerial  attacks  have  been  made  on  the 
London  area  but  this  influx  has  been  catered  for  by  the 
district  generally  and  it  is  most  pleasant  to  see  how  a 
general  high  standard  of  housing  has  been  maintained  in 
spite  of  the  difficult  circumstances. 


B,  SEWERAGE  ^ND  SEWERING. 

The  only  outstanding  matter  for  report  in  regard 
to  our  sewage  works  is  the  fact  that  these  wo.rks  which 
were  designed  and  erected  in  1915  for  a then  estimated 
population  of  Jj-OOO  have,  since  the  outbreak  of  war, 
successfully  dealt  with  a population  often  of  approx- 
imately 9,000.  This  has  been  done  effectively  and  a 
high  standard  of  effluent  has  been  produced  and  apart 
from  the  increased  amount  of  sludge,  has  worked  effectively 

The  shortage  of  manure  and  the  increased  growing 
of  vegetables  has  sufficiently  Increased  the  demand  for 
sludge  so  that  no  difficulty  has  arisen  in  regard  to 
sludge  storage  or  disposal. 

'WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity.  Periodic  samples  are  taken 
and  both  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are 
regarded  as  satisfactory, 

copy  of  the  Analysis,  October  194b  is  published 
as  Appendix  I. 

With  the  exception  of  about  120  houses  at  Holtspur 
which  are  still  supplied  by  the  Marlow  District  Water  Co,, 
The  Amer sham, Beaconsf ield  and  District  Water  Co., serve 
the  remainder  of  the  1800  houses.

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INFESTATION  ORDER  - MaY  194R. 


In  January,  1944,  the  Council,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
appointed  a Rodent  Officer  to  work  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

This  appointment  formed  part  of  a nation-wide 
attack  under  the  direction  of  and  co-ordinated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  In  the  fifth  year  of  war,  it  was 
of  paramount  importance  that  the  nation’s  food  supply 
was  neither  destroyed  nor  fouled  "by  the  action  of  rats 
and  mice  and  it  was  authoritatively  stated  that 
2,000,000  tons  of  foad  were  Toeing  fouled  o>r  destroyed 
every  year  in  this  country.  In  these  circumstances, 
it  was  vitally  necessary  to  plan  a nation  wide  attack 
on  these  food-destroying,  disease-carrying  vermin. 

Hitherto  this  Council,  like  many  others,  has  had 
its  own  scheme  for  dealing  with  this  menace.  The 
Council  authorises  one  of  its  own  workmen  to  destroy 
rats  and  mice,  hut  the  Ministry  does  not  look  with 
favour  upon  such  an  arrangement  and  decided  not  to 
support  such  a scheme  - it  was  too  casual.  The  primary 
consideration  which  influenced'  the  Ministry  in  this 
attitude  was  that  such  a scheme  has  no  place  in  the 
systematic  extermination  of  the  rat  /population.  The 
casual  destruction  of  rats  is  not  evidence  of  effective 
action,  which  must,  at  the  outset,  he  aimed  at  reaching 
and  destroying  the  hard  core  of  Infestation,  because  a 
high  cumulative  total  of  rats  destroyed  may  well  point 
to  the  maintenance  of  a high  level  of  rat  population. 

Action  to  he  effective  must  he  based  upon  careful  survey 
of  the  rat  population.  The  rodent  officer  therefore 
conducts  these  surveys  and  plots  the  infestations,,  whether 
they  he  major  or  minor,  on  an  ordnance  map  of  the  district, 
copies  of  which  are  forwarded  to  the  Ministry.  Then 
follows  hy  the  rodent  officer,  a systematic  prdcess  of 
(l)  pre-baiting  (2)  baiting  with  appropriate  vermicide 
and  finally  (3)  visits  to  the  premises  to  ensure  clearance. 
This  procedure  being  systematic  is  much  more  effective 
in  dealing  with  the  rat  population  and  therefore  is  much 
more  to  he  commended  than  the  casual  method  of  the 
employment  of  a "Rat  Catcher". 

In  this  connection,  it  is  as  well  to  recall  that  the 
Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  of  1919  requires  the  occupier 
of  a premises  to  take  th&  necessary  steps  to  get  rid  of' 
the  rats  cn  . his  premises, yet  under  the  casual  system  hitherto 
existing  in  Beaconsf Ield,  the  occupier  obtains  the  services 
of  a paid  Council  employee.  In  these  circumstances,  the 
Ministry  state  that  such  system  being  ineffective,  extra 
payments  are  not  an  appropriate  charge  upon  public  funds. 
Nevertheless,  an  assurance  of  financial  aid  has  been  given 
to  Local  Authorities  which  observe  the  procedure  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry.  This  assurance  Incurs  no;  additional  charge 
on  the  Rate  Fund  of  the  Local  .authority  by  reason  of 
intensification  of  rat-extermination  effort,  except  in  so  far 
as  it  concerns  treatment  of  properties  in  the  Council’s 
own  occupation,  for  which  the  local  authority  is  under 
statutory  responsibility  as  occupier.  In  other  words,  any 
Local  Authority  that  complies  with  the  procedure,  attaching 
to  the  financial  offer  of  the  Ministry,  Is  assured  of 
reimbursement  of  costs  in  excess  of  a certain  figure  in 
maintaining  inspection  and  service  of  notices  in  respect  of 
private  properties  and  also  in  maintaining  an  organization 
for  treatment  service  at  private  properties  after  credit  has 
been  allowed  for  recovery  of  proper  charges  from  the 
responsible  parties. 
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The  question  of  recovery  of  proper  charges  from 
the  occupier  involves  no  new  principle  as  the 
statutory  obligation  has  been  laid  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  occupier  for  the  past  twenty  five 
years.  The  further  question  of  whether  the 
occupier  is  responsible  for  the  harbouring  of  rats 
and  '.nice  in  his  premises  have  a direct  bearing 
upon  the  continued  presence  of  the  animals  upon 
the  premises. 

In  this  matter  of  recovery  of  proper  charges  from 
the  occupiers,  however,  the  Ministry  leaves  the 
matter  tc  the ’ discretion  of  the  Local  authority  on 
the  merits  of  a particular  case  as  to  whether  a 
particular  occupier  i s . responsible  and  therefore 
chargeable . 

In  Beaconsf ield,  the  systematic  treatment  of  the 
district  for  rodent  destruction  has  been  carried  out 
throughout  the  year,  and  generally  speaking, 
co-operation  between,  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
occif-piers  of  infested  premises  has  been  goad.  In 
nearly  all.  cases,  occupiers  themselves  carry  out 
rodent  destruction  acting  upon  the  advice  and 
instructions  given  by  the  Rodent  Officer. 

Inspections  ere  made  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain 
the  success  achieved  by  the  occupier.

During  the  year,  prophylactic  immunisation 
against  diptheria  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
Council’s-  scheme  by  arrangement  with  the  local 
doctors  and  at  the  Old  Rectory  Clinic*  The 
percentages  of  children  immunised  and  of  the  year
